"All things are yours - the 
world or life or death or the 
present or the future — all are 
yours,” 
The Rev. Joseph H, Wagner,

seniors. The

on the high school campus. 
Parents and friends number­ 
ing about 400 attended 
the 
ceremony. 
The Rev. James H. Trimble, 
pastor of the East Side Church 
of the Nazarene, called 
the 
group to worship and gave the 
Invocation. 
The senior boys quartet sang 
"You'll Never Walk 
Alone.” 
Pianist Becky Wagener accom­ 
panied Rudy Manley, Roger Tol­ 
liver, Rick Fakes and Benny 
Eason. 
The Rev. Mr. Wagner 
then 
delivered the sermon, "The 
Secret in Your Hand." 
Urging the graduates not to 
neglect their 
gift 
of educa­ 
tion, the Rev. Mr. Wagner, told 
of a neuro • surgeon who 
is 
achieving the epitome of suc­ 
cess in his field in the United 
States, while the doctor's fath­ 
er lives in a filthy village in a 
grass hut, has four wives, can 
neither read nor write and can 
remember having eaten human 
flesh as a child. 
"This is the power of educa­ 
tion. It is what has happened 
in a single generation of this 
one family when one member 
used at least one of the gifts 
he has," the Rev. Mr. Wagner 
said. 
Speaking of the power of the 
"Holy Spirit", the Rev. 
Mr. 
Wagner continued, that 
down 
through the ages this 
secret 
in man's 
hand has filled him 
with wonder and awe. 
But much of the feeling of 
greatness • of wonder - of 
awe has been lost, he said. Even 
a lot of church services 
are 
complettly void of the thrill of 
expectancy that comes when one 
fedls the power of the Almighty 
upon him, he continued. 
"I would have you accept this 
secret which holds for you the 
marvel 
of the church. That 
which began at Pentecost, when 
the Holy Spirit came upon it, 
was the church of greatness, 
filled with tremendous power. 
The Romans wanted to rid the 
world of it. The Nazi state tried 
to stamp it out. Russia has put 
its flill power against 
it. That 
it should have existed at all is 
a marvel. 
"Its history bears testimony 
to something eternal in 
it. 
And that secret is yours," he

SAIGON AP - U. S. planes 
Ignored the Communist cease­ 
fire for Buddha's birthday today 
and raided Hanoi, the North 
Vietnamese capital. Pilots re­ 
ported shooting down one MIG 
Jet. 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
said the planes subjected north­ 
ern and southern 
sections of 
Hanoi "to massive bombings." 
The U. S. Air Force did not say 
what targets were 
attacked. 
The Czechoslovak news agen­ 
cy CTK reported from 
Hanoi 
that the North Vietnamese capi­ 
tal was without electricity and 
water following Sunday's UJS. 
a ir raid on a power plant. Most 
of the plant was damaged, CTK 
added. 
The Communists ushered in 
their two • day cease-fire with 
a dozen heavy m ortar attacks 
before the deadline and a later 
attack on a U.S. force killed 15 
Americans and wounded 71. 
The Communists also blew the 
tracks from beneath a South 
Vietnamese m ilitary train near­ 
ly three hours after their 48- 
hour cease-fire was to have be­ 
come effective at 7 a.m . Saigon 
tim e, or 7 p.m. EDTSunday. 
South Vietnamese and allied 
forces had said they would not 
begin their 24-hour truce for 
Buddha's 
birthday 
until one 
minute after midnight tonight, 
or 12:01 p.m. EDT today. The 
Communists caught a unit of the 
UJS. 4th Infantry Division as it 
was moving out on a sweep mis­ 
sion in the central highlands 33 
miles southwest of Pleikuandat 
7:02 a.m . opened up with in­ 
tense m ortar and rocket gren­ 
ade fire. 
UJS. headquarters said the 
American infantry battled an 
estimated Red battalion of per­ 
haps 500 men for four hours. 
Thirty-two of the enemy were 
reported killed. 
Under the generally under­ 
stood ground rules for cease­ 
fires in Vietnam, the Reds could 
have considered the U £. sweep 
as an offensive action and their 
attack as self-defense. 
After hard fighting Sunday 
just below the demilitarized 
zone, UJS. m ilitary headquar­ 
te rs said no contacts were re­ 
ported today along the Ben Hal 
River line in the zone where 
UJS. Marines and South Viet­ 
namese troops w ere consolidat­ 
ing their positions. 
About 1,000 Marines overran

positions Sunday 
near the Leatherneck outpost at 
Con Thien. A U.S. spokesman 
said 36 North Vietnamese sol- 
abd 59 Marines were wounded.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison says Lee 
Harvey 
Oswald did not kill 
President John F. Kennedy and 
that the CIA knows who did. 
"Purely and simply it's a case 
of form er employes of the CIA, 
a large number of them Cubans 
— having a venomous reaction 
from the 1961 Bay of Pigs epi­ 
sode . . .certain 
individuals 
with a fusion of interests in re ­ 
gaining Cuba assassinated the 
president," Garrison says. 
In Washington, a spokesman 
for 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency said the organization 
would have no comment on Gar­ 
rison's rem arks, made Sunday 
night in a 23-minute interview 
with newsmen Bob Jones on 
WWL-TV. 
Garrison said the CIA knows 
"the name of every man in­ 
volved and the name of the indi­ 
viduals who pulled the triggers" 
to kill John F . Kennedy. 
He says the CIA has "infinite­ 
ly more power than the Gestapo 
and the NKVD of Russia com­ 
bined." He referred to police 
organizations of Nazi Germany 
and the Soviet Union. 
Garrison said it would take 
"only 60 minutes for the CIA to 
give us the name of every last

"The point is he not only was 
not a Communist, but he was an 
anti • Communist who was work­ 
ing for the CIA," Garrison told 
Jones. "One this tragedy 
oc­ 
curred, 
the 
CIA's 
attitude 
seemed to have been, 'Well, 
President Kennedy is a casualty 
of the cold war. And, as to this 
kid • Oswald ,— that's just one 
of those things. The cold war 
must go on. The cover must be 
kept." 
In another development Sun­ 
day, Gordon Novel, one of the 
witnesses Garrison is trying to 
return to Louisiana, reportedly 
was wounded superficially by 
sniper fire at Nashville, Tenn. 
A radio station official told 
police of the shooting incident.

He made 
the comments In a speech pre­ 
pared for a meeting of the Mis­ 
souri Tire Dealers and Re- 
treaders Association, Inc. 
Under the motor vehicle in­ 
spection law, which Davis said 
is expected to be reported fav­ 
orably by a House committee, 
inspection stations would be 
designated by the Highway Pa­ 
trol. 
" . . . I might em phasize," he 
said, "that this inspection pro­ 
gram is strictly nonpolltical — 
no endorsements or good words 
from anyone along the rungs of 
the political heirarchy will be 
needed to be choien as an offi­ 
cial inspection station." 
Motorists will pay $2.50 for 
the 
annual 
inspections 
of 
brakes, lights, signals, horns, 
windshield wipers, tires and so 
on. Of this amount, 50 cents 
will go to the highway patrol to 
finance the program . 
Davis said the Governor is in 
Little Rock, Ark., today confer­ 
ring with Gov. Wintrhrop Rock­ 
efeller about the possibility of a 
toll turnpike south from Kansas 
City to Arkansas and New Or­ 
leans. 
He said the new turnpike au­ 
thority created by a bill signed 
last week is seeking ways to 
get a feasibility study under 
way even before the new law 
becomes effective Oct. 13.

Change is an essential Ingredient in modern 
life. 
It has come at a fast pace during the lives 
of all of today’s inhabitants of the earth. 
The Queen Mary and Queen Elizabeth, former­ 
ly the pride of the British Atlantic fleet, are 
going into moth balls. 
The big ships are too 
expensive to operate and can’t compete with 
swift jet air travel between the United States 
and Europe. 
Down in this part of the nation, the announce­ 
ment that the Hotel Cairo is going to be de­ 
molished evokes mixed feelings. 
The hotel was once the finest between St. 
Louis and Memphis. 
Less than a decade ago it gave travelers 
from the North a gracious introduction to the 
South. 
Motorists came into Cairo with the first sight 
of mistletoe growing in tree tops. 
At the 
Cairo Hotel the visitor could buy country ham 
and redeye gravy served plantation style. 
The traveler was in a 
different world when 
he reached Cairo. 
Once crossing the Ohio 
river, he knew that he was in the South but 
Cairo was the gateway. 
It is futile to grieve about the passing of the 
era, which made the Cairo hotel obsolete. 
In many respects it is better that the old 
structure will be torn down rather than stand 
sadly as the ghostly sentinel of another day. 
The absence of the hotel and changing high­ 
way travel habits will present a tremendous 
opportunity to Southeast Missouri. 
Residents of North Central states usually 
travel through Illinois and Cairo on their way 
to both the Mid-South and the Southeast. When 
Interstate 55 is completed from St. Louis to 
Memphis, much of this travel may be expected 
to come over this more direct route 
to the 
South. 
St. Louis, once difficult and slow to travel 
through, can be speedily traversed by multiple 
lane expressways feeding into the Interstate. 
No longer will be desirable to avoid it and 
travel out of the way in order to do so. Slow, 
curvy and hilly Missouri roads will be elimi­ 
nated. 
Southeast Missouri will be more attractive 
to travelers if it develops its own recreational 
areas, gives its visitors attractive quarters for 
overnight lodging and can provide good food 
in clean, comfortable, cheerful surroundings - 
all at reasonable cost. 
Perhaps our own hospitality can match or even 
improve on that of the Hotel Cairo dining room 
in its opulent heyday. 
Every Southeast Missouri citizen can help 
create the climate which will make this region 
attractive to visitors, an effort that could prove 
to be as profitable as it is pleasant for all 
residents of this region.

They issue “personalized” plates, and drivers 
pay extra money for them. 
In Connecticut, 
for example, drivers pay $10 extra for a pair 
of them and have swelled the state treasury 
by $540,000 since 1937. 
Among the states issuing personalized plates, 
which has led to a national word game, are 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Texas, Ohio and Oregon. 
In 
Texas, 
where personalized plates 
are 
covered with a reflective material that converts 
them into “ safety” tags that brilliantly reflect 
the headlights of other cars, the ideas for auto 
tags, as one might expect, come large and tall 
in the best traditions of the state. 
Although not the caped crusader of TV fame, 
one Texan has plates that read BATMAN. 
Another Texan’s car carries “ royal flush” 
plates - AKQJ10. 
There’s an 007 in Ohio and a BAM 007 in 
Oregon. 
The special plates often lead to humorous 
results. In Connecticut, there’s a DAFT, FUN, 
I.Q., GIN, and even a BURP and an OOPS. 
The I.Q. tags belong to insurance broker Hugh 
Jeffries of Simsbury, who has an IQ of 140- 
plus. 
In a similar way, other plates tend to 
identify or classify motorists and their interests. 
Here are some examples. 
—Jeanne and Felix Klock, who head the Klock 
Corporation, have 
TICK and TOCK plates for 
the two family cars. 
— In Hartford, nuns from St. Joseph’s Convent 
drive around town in a station wagon labeled 
DEUS, and cause a few smiles because it is 
the Greek word for God. 
—Alexander DiFronzo, who is conductor of the 
79th Army Band, is the owner of BAND tags.

CITIZENSHIP BY GEOGRAPHY 
Government agencies have received so many 
inquiries about the meaning of 
the phrase 
“natural born citizen” in the Constitution that 
special studies of the matter will be 
issued 
shortly. 
The question arises, of course, 
in 
connection with the eligibility of George Romney 
to become a candidate for President. 
Article 2 of the Constitution says; “No person 
except a natural born citizen. . .shall be eligible 
for the office of President.” Romney was born 
July 8, 
1907, in Chihuahua, Mexico, 200 miles 
from the U.S. border. 
He was the son of U.S. 
citizens Gaskell and Anna (Pratt) Romney, who 
were members of a Mormon colony 
there. 
Romney’s grandfather had been forced to flee 
from Arizona to Mexico in 1885 because he 
practiced polygamy. 
When Romney was five 
years old, American families 
were expelled 
from Mexico by Pancho Villa, the Mexican 
border bandit and nationalist leader. 
The 
Romneys, who finally settled in Salt Lake City, 
never 
relinquished their American citizen­ 
ship. 
The question of Romney’s birth is not 
new. 
It was raised as a theoretical 
constitutional 
bar to his filling the Presidency at least five 
years ago. 
The 
issue is academic at this 
time. 
Nevertheless, Rep. Emanuel Celler on 
May 14 expressed “ serious doubts” as to Rom­ 
ney’s eligibility. 
“I think the matter 
should 
be laid to rest,” said Celler, “with some sort 
of pronouncement by a group of men who are 
responsible and whose word would be taken on 
faith.” 
Astonishingly enough, the question never has 
been answered by judicial 
decision or legis­ 
lative action, though legal channels have come 
close. The citizenship requirement apparently 
provoked neither debate nor opposition among 
the framers of the Constitution, but requirements 
of age and residence were discussed. 
Eleven of the Federalist papers deal with the 
executive office. 
None of them discusses the 
citizenship requirement. 
The First Congress in an Act to Establish an 
Uniform Rule of Naturalization ruled: 
“ The 
children of citizens of the United States that 
may be born beyond sea, or outside the limits 
of the United States, shall be considered as 
natural born citizens of the United States.” 
But Congress has no authority to 
interpret 
the Constitution. 
The early immigration act 
would constitute only legislative history which 
a court might consider in case of a challenge 
to the 
eligibility of Romney or any other 
foreign-born citizen. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., born Aug. 17, 1914, 
at the Roosevelt summer home at Campobello 
Island, a stone’s throw beyond the boundary of 
Maine, was 
accepted into the House of Repre­ 
sentatives in June 1949. He had to be a citizen 
to serve in the House. He was not a naturalized 
citizen. 
A Supreme Court 
decision of 1898 
(U.S. vs. Wong Kim Ark) held that the 14th 
Amendment “contemplates 
two sources 
of 
citizenship and two only, birth and naturaliza­ 
tion.” 
By this reasoning, the House accepted young 
Roosevelt as a citizen by birth. 
Of course 
the House has no “natural born” requirement. 
F of. Edward S. Corwin of Princeton 
has 
written: 
“Should the American people 
ever 
choose for President a person born abroad of 
American parents, it is highly improbable 
that any other constitutional agency would ven­ 
ture to challenge their decision.” 
Anybody 
who entertains ideas about sidetracking Romney 
had better begin reaching for the switch now.

VISITORS SPARK U.S. TRAVEL 
TRADE 
The 
U.S. drive to attract 
more visitors to the 
United 
States 
is making slow but 
steady progress. In the first 
eleven months of last year, the 
volume of pleasure and busi­ 
ness visitors from overseas 
rose by just over eleven per 
cent, the United States Travel 
Service reported. 
The U.S.T.S. indicated that 
visitors from overseas in No­ 
vember of last year showed

BACK TO SCHOOL 
BLUES 
Exhausting wasn’t it - that 
end of summer scramble to get 
the youngsters ready, set and 
off again to school?

For who 
can be sure, in mid-July or even 
early August, just how long the 
trousers will have to be, or how 
big the shoes, for a school- 
age youngster, come that first 
week of September? 
Exhausting in another sense, 
too. We suspect most parents 
noted that it cost more

year than last, just as last year 
cost more than the year before. 
But before jumping to the con­ 
clusion that this is because the

price for fatter profits, it’s 
a g * od idea to look at some 
fact-.. 
Take shoes, for example. Ac­ 
cording to government sta­ 
tistics - and the National Foot­ 
wear Manufacturers Associa­ 
tion agrees this is correct - the 
retail price of shoes increased 
3.6 percent since the first of the 
year. 
But government studies 
also show that the price 
of 
cattle-hide leather, which the 
shoe manufacturer must buy, 
has gone up 14.4 percent in the 
same period.

prices of cattle - hide leather, 
which the shoe manufacturer 
must buy, has gone up 14.4 per­ 
cent in the same period. Cattle 
hide prices have increased a 
little more than 25 percent. 
The U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture informs us that

tween 45 and 52 percent of the 
manufacturer’s cost for shoes 
is for the leather. With the price 
of other essential shoe making 
materials (buckles, nails, laces 
and so on) having risen from 10 
to 18 percent, that 3.6 percent 
increase that we have to pay at 
the store for the finished pro­ 
duct doesn’t seem so bad after 
all. 
One might even wonder how 
the shoe 
industry can do it, 
and still leave itself enough 
margin of profit that it can af­ 
ford to stay in business. 
A 
trade association survey shows 
the industry’s profit margin 
to average about 2.1 percent. We 
figure the only people quali­ 
fied to complain about a man­ 
ufacturer getting that 
much 
profit would be those who 
are willing to work 
in his 
factory for nothing more than 
their board and keep. 
It’s 
all too easy to blame 
the merchant and the manufac­ 
turer when the things we have 
to buy cost more each year. The 
fact is that they, like 
our­ 
selves, are caught up in that 
nationwide financial circum­ 
stances sometimes referred to 
as “ inflation.” We need to look 
elsewhere for the cause of that. 
It is, indeed, a mark of re­ 
sponsibility to customers, as 
well as of technical 
compe­ 
tence, when a private industry 
keeps the price increase for 
its finished product compara­ 
tively lower than the increased 
cost of raw materials and labor.

WASHINGTON « Among the 
findings which Sen. Tom Dodd, 
D-Conn., suppressed 
during 
his investigation of sex and vio- 
lence on television was a sob­ 
ering summary by Dr. Ralph 
Garry, a special 
consultant 
from Boston University. 
In an undated memo to Dodd, 
Dr. Garry 
cited these staff 
findings: 
“ 1. Staff inventory shows 
that the industry has taken no 
steps 
to regulate itself. Not 
only have programs with a large 
dosage of violence trebled, 
but 
the portrayal of 
the 
macabre and sadistic has in­ 
creased. 
“2. 
The National Associa­ 
tion of Broadcasters has filed 
to take any significant action 
in applying NAB code to net­ 
work programs. 
“ 3. Research evidence sub­ 
mitted 
by experts, acknow­ 
ledged by the teleidsion in­ 
dustry, rejects the oft - used 
excuse that violence and ag­ 
gression on television relieves 
children of such feelings. 
“4. In spite of prior state­ 
ments by network personnel that 
if such programs could be shown 
as harmful 
they would be 
stopped, 
network 
officials 
ignored or rejected the re­ 
search evidence. 
“ 5. Networks 
control pro­ 
gramming to a greater degree 
than heretofore.. . . 
“6. Networks have exploited 
the use of sex, crime 
and 
violence 
to attract 
or hold 
audience, although 
maintain­ 
ing the opposite or minimizing 
same.” 
As chairman of 
the State 
Juvenile Delinquency Subcom­ 
mittee, Dodd had the duty to ex­ 
pose how the television net­ 
works, in pursuit oi the adver­ 
tising 
dollar, were bringing 
murder and mayhem, sex and 
sadism 
into the homes 
of 
America. 
Instead, Dodd huddled pri­ 
vately with network officials, 
then proceeded to si*ppress the 
most damaging evidence. The 
senator readily agreed, for ex­ 
ample, to take NBC Chairman 
Robert Sarnoff*s testimony be­ 
hind closed doors.

would prefer to make arrange­ 
ments for the same subsequent 
to his return from Africa in 
about five weeks. In accordance 
with your chat yesterday, I will 
call you Monday a ft e mow.” 
When it finally suited Saraoffs 
convenience to appear, Dodd 
summoned 
his chief counsel, 
Paul Laskin, to his office a 
few minutes before the hear­ 
ing. Laskin was astonished to 
discover Robert Sarnoff 
and 
Attorney, Bernard Segal, in 
the room. 


In front of the witness whom 
Laskin was supposed to cross- 
examine in a few minutes, Dodd 
let loose a torrent of abuse 
against his chief counsel. The 
senator 
accused Laskin 
of I 
pressing the investigation too 
hard and roared that he would 
no longer tolerate such aggres­ 
siveness. 
The beratedLaskin was so up­ 
set that he suffered a nosebleed 
on the way to the hearing room. 
With the press and public shut 
out, the hearing began with an 
air of cordiality. Samoff was 
welcomed as a returning hero 
rather than a 
witness under 
investigation. 
He was allowed to read a long, 
self - serving statement. Then 
Laskin started cautiously toask 
a few questions. But Dodd arbi­ 
trarily cut him off, and 
the 
hearings ended without a single 
probing question asked. 
Dodd was considerably less 
courteous to Devid Levy, the 
former NBC program director, 
who 
admitted behind closed 
doors that 
the network had 
deliberately injected sex and 
violence 
into its shows. He 
identified Robert Klntner, then 
NBC's President, now a White 
House aide, as the architect of 
this policy. 
The senator, 
listening im­ 
patiently to Levy, grumbled: “I 
don't think we are getting much 
out of this testimony, but let's 


get it over with." 
Later. Dodd snapped at Levy 
again: “ We have got a lot of 
vague 
information here, and 
we haven't got one fact on this 
record yet that is worth 
a 
whit. If you have got 
some 
facts, give them to us. I haven't 
all morning to sit around here. 
I have got a lot of things to do.” 
Actually, Levy gave the com­ 
mittee 
more 
facts than did 
any other witness. It was mere­ 
ly that Dodd didn't like the tes­ 
timony which put him on the 
spot with his friends 
at 
NBC. He kept the testimony 
under lock and key. 
LEGAL LEGERDEMAIN 
NBC's defense during the TV 
hearings was directed by the 
world's largest 
law firm — 
Cahill, Gordon, Reindel 
and 
Ohl ~ whose senior partner, 
the late John Cahill, was a di­ 
rector 
of both NBC and its 
parent company Radio Corpora­ 
tion of America. 
At one point, Cahill personal­ 
ly appeared before Dodd's com­ 
mittee 
as the network's at­ 
torney. NBC's 
own general 
counsel, 
Thoms Ervin, was 
nudged aside to make way for 
the world's largest law firm. 
Hie firm had reason to be satis­ 
fied with the outcome. 
It is a coincidence 
worth 
recording that this same law 
firm is now defending Dodd 
in his 
fight against 
senate 
censure. 
A 
task force 
of 
seven attorneys, 
headed by 
John Sonnett, has 
been rep­ 
resenting Dodd. 
When Dodd 
was asked who 
was paying the $3,000 a day 
such a legal force customar­ 
ily would 
cost, the senator 
replied 
on a TV program: 
“I wanted to make the point 
that John Sonnett is 
doing 
this, as 
he presented it to 
me, 
as a public service. I 
couldn't afford to hire a firm 
such as this.” 
After 
this column pointed 
out the favors Dodd had done 
for the law firm during the 
TV investigation, however, the 
firm v hastily presented Dodd 
with a bill for $47,167. The sen­ 
ator's friends reportedly are 
trying to scrape up the money 
to pay it.

PENALIZING SMALL STATES 
Thirty - nine states of the 
Republic would be 
severely 
penalized by adoption of 
the 
direct voting plan of electing 
the President. 
These are the states whose 
votes, even under the present 
Electoral College system with 
its unit rule giving all a state’s 
electoral votes to the high man, 
could be overridden by votes in 
the 11 largest states. 
But at 
present the 39 at least have one 
presidential elector for each 
member of the U.S. Senate and 
House. 
They would lose this 
advantage under the direct vot­ 
ing plan. 
Great concern for protection 
of small states against the lar­ 
ger ones was expressed by the 
Founders of Freedom as they 
struggled to write a 
Federal 
Constitution. The 
Electoral 
College system they devised 
was based on principles they 
regarded as absolutely essen­ 
tial to the establishment of a 
Republic. 
This system has been changed 
in practice from its original 
concept. But this does not mean 
that the Electoral College ought 
to be abolished, which would be 
the effect of direct voting for 
President and Vice President. 
Reform,

abolition,

needed. 
The Congressional 
District 
Plan is by far the best of any 
proposed for reforming 
the 
Electoral College. It would give 
the voter in the smallest state

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BEHIND CLOSED DOORS 
Labor Chiefs Begin Humphrey 
Buildup For Showdown With Bob 
Kennedy Camp. 
New York: •• One of the na­ 
tion’s most sophisticated politi­ 
cal analysts inside labor turned 
to a companion the other day 
after an off • the ■ record hotel 
suite 
breakfast with Hubert 
H. Humphrey 
and observed: 
“ Tell you why the vice pres­ 
ident is beginning to outdis­ 
tance Kennedy: While Bobby is 
shooting the rapids, Hubert is 
shooting the breeze. Bobby hits 
the high spots, contacts us when 
he needs us and dispatches as­ 
sistants 
to follow through. 
Humphrey makes the time to tell 
us what he thinks — in person, 
not by remote control or mes­ 
sengers.” 
Having just crisscrossed the 
nation, this columnist can at­ 
test to the prevalence of the 
sentiment. In any showdown, 
virtually all of labor but Walter 
Reuther will do battle for the 
vice president. In fact, they al­ 
ready are. 
One influential labor leader, 
Louis Stulberg, head of some 
455,000 ladies garment work­ 
ers, has just set a new fashion 
on the socio • political - labor 
scene. 
On the morning of Wednes­ 
day, May 17, Stulberg cut the 
pattern for what he hopes will 
sweep industry after industry. 
Behind the closed doors of the 
Waldorf - 
Astoria's

room, he called a 
labor • management 
summit 
breakfast 
gathering. There 
were 24 men - and the vice 
president. It was all eggs and 
talk and no politics nor fund 
raising. 
Amongst them were the men 
who talk for $10 billion worth 
of ladies garment production — 
and the union men with whom 
they negotiate. There 
were 
Republicans, too. And the aris­ 
tocracy of the industry such 
as Herman Selgenfeld, the cou­ 
turier who is the “ Tiffany” of 
American dress fashions. 
It was breakfast at nine at 
Stul berg's invitation. This com­ 
paratively new national union 
president just does not believe 
that the story of Vietnam had 
gotten through. He does not be­ 
lieve that hectic and harassed 
businessmen and labor leaders 
were reading turbid reports 
of the Kennedy round, 
gold 
outflow, economic flow and 
ebb. Stulberg is for a strong 
policy in Southeast Asia, but 
Vietnam and Mr. Humphrey's 
report of his recent flash 
trips across two worlds were 
not the basic part of the dis­ 
cussion. 
The vide presklent talked of 
the impact 
of the Kehnedy 
round cut 
in tariffs and its 
meaning in solid dollars, pur­ 
chasing power, and as a force 
in a world where most nations

now no longer fight for real 
estate but for world markets — 
be it in steel or cotton goods. 
“Of course I'm a Humphrey 
and administration man,” said 
Stulberg later. “ But much more 
important is the fact that Hubert 
agreed to stay over and brief 
the labor • management • em­ 
ployer policy makers in our 
industry. They should 
know, 
informally, 
off the record, 
what's 
involved here 
at 
home as well as abroad. There 
should be a series of these 
regional • industrial summits 
face to face with Humphrey.” 
It was thus that the 
late 
John Kennedy started. But then, 
the “ host” usually was Arthur 
Goldberg. Breakfast 
was at 
the Carlyle. And mostly these 
were labor gatherings - not 
joint union - management brief­ 
ings. 


But somewhere along the 
line Robert Kennedy, not entire­ 
ly unthinkingly, lost touch and 
rapport with the labor cadres 
he must have to win a national 
election. This is not merely 
a New York phenomenon. For 
Bob Kennedy it is a national 
failing. 
At the 
Pennsylvania AFL- 
CIO state convention early in 
April, one of the federation of­ 
ficials charged that Kennedy 
opposed the war because 
he 
“wants to be president." There 
was applause - for the speaker, 
not for Kennedy. 
It is 
so 
amongst 
labor men in Ohio, 
Illinois 
and, just a few days 
ago, I ran into similar senti­ 
ments in the West and South­ 
west. But it is more than the 
war which separates Bob Ken­ 
nedy 
from the labor move­ 
ment which will send some 150 
delegates to the *68 Demo­ 
cratic 
convention and more 
probably in ’72. 
There are philosophical dif­ 
ferences. To the veteran labor 
leaders, the senator is of the 
new left inside 
the Demo­ 
cratic party. And he has not 
cultivated the traditional union 
chiefs either in his home state 
or across the land. He does 
not "shirt sleeve” with them. 
They will fight his nomination. 
They will buck him if he's 
nominated. Though 
some of 
them are but 10 or 15 years

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Quaker Meetings Turning to 
Trained Pastors for Leaders

Quaker meetings, traditional, 
ly dependent for their content 
on silent meditation 
and 
the 
spontaneous comments of any. 
one feeling moved to speak, are 
turning increasingly 
today 
to 
trained pastors for leadership. 
And

unpredictable 
si­ 
lences, 
out of 
which 
might 
em erge 
much 
discourse 
or 
hardly any, of variable worth, 
are giving way in many cases to 
planned periods of Bible read, 
ings, prayers, hymns and some­ 
tim es serm ons. 
"Some Quakers are moving in 
a direction of form s and minis- 
try that are not much distin­ 
guished from some Baptist and 
Methodist churches," said Dr. 
W ilmer A. Cooper, dean of the 
Graduate School of Religion of 
Earlham 
College, 
Richmond, 
Ind. 
But it's a controversial trend 
in some quarters. 
"A good many Quakers rebel 
at it, objecting that we’re be­ 
coming Just like the rest of the 
churches," 
he 
added. 
"They 
still feel that so far as the local 
congregation is concerned, they 
want a ‘do-it-yourself’ kind of 
program ." 
Nevertheless, in a Christian 
movement which in its origins 
went all the way in rejecting 
clergy-dominated 
religion 
by 
completely abolishing the role, 
there is a growing recognition of 
the need of specially trained 
m inisters. 
And 
Earlham ’s 
graduate 
school, founded six years ago, is 
turning out men with divinity 
degrees to fill that need — the 
first Quaker institution in the 
300-year history of the move­ 
ment to do so. 
About two-thirds of the 1,100 
Quaker weekly 
meetings, 
or 
congregations, in this country 
now have either full-time 
or 
part-tim e 
leaders, 
who 
lead 
worship, do pastoral counseling, 
make calls, serve at funerals 
and weddings» 
% 
But 
they 
disapprove 
being 
called clergymen. "None of us 
like that," Dr. Cooper said in an 
interview. 
Generally 
they’re 
also averse to any honorific reli­ 
gious titles, and to put it blunt­ 
ly, "Don’t call me reverend." 
Among Quakers, such term s 
have sensitive historic connota­ 
tions that imply giving up reli­ 
gious responsibility and rule to 
an ordained class. 
In contrast, the key Quaker 
emphasis is that all believers 
share m inisterial obligations as 
channels of God’s truth through 
an "inner light" of the spirit — 
a charism atic factor increasing­ 
ly emphasized by other church­ 
es. 
As the 17th century Quaker 
founder, George Fox, put 
it: 
‘Every man is his own priest. 


There 
are 
about 
122,000 
Friends in this country, com­ 
monly known as Quakers, and 
200,000 of the worldwide. With 
their stress on personal respon­ 
sibility, they’re noted for their 
keen social concern and activ­ 
ism. 
Although the movement offi­ 
cially supports pacifism , it does 
not require it, in line with an 
openness to individual convic­ 
tions, and many Quakers are 
not pacifists. Statistics indicate 
only about half in wartime reg­ 
ister as conscientious objectors. 
Until 
Earlham ’s 
graduate 
school got started, Quaker con­ 
gregations seeking trained lead­ 
ership had to depend on sem i­ 
naries of other denominations or 
interdenominational institutions 
to prepare them. 
And this left scant means for 
pointing up particular Quaker 
values, history and approach. 
The school, which has about 30 
students in its three-year gradu­ 
ate course, is now in the midst 
of a $1.3 million fund-raising 
campaign. 
It hopes to increase its enroll­ 
ment to 50«to«100 students in the 
next two years. Courses are in 
Bible studies, church history, 
ethics, 
religious 
education, 
counselling — 
much like the 
general 
curriculum 
at 
other 
sem inaries. 
Although worship groups tra ­ 
ditionally are 
called 
weekly 
meetings, they now often are 
termed congregations. And the 
"meeting 
house" 
sometimes 
gets dubbed a church, particu­ 
larly in the West and Midwest. 
Some have pulpits, stained- 
¡glass windows, use choir robes 
and crosses in a few places — 
but most are plain, with little 
symbolism. Even with pastors, 
they still usually allow 
open 
time for m em bers to speak or 
give testimony.

FROZEN ASSETS 
With frozen products we can 
turn the seasons upside down, 
for with freezing there is less 
change from the fresh product 
than with other products 
of 
preservation. 
Here are some 
points you should keep in mind 
so you can take full advantage 
of your frozen assets. 
Storage temperature should be 
maintained at 0 degree F o r be­ 
low. 
Fluctuation to a 
higher 
temperature, even for a short 
period, reduces quality. 
Store frozen foods so that those 
brought first 
are used first. 
Date package and keep an in­ 
ventory. 
Select food from 
freezer 
cabinets that are clean and not 
over-filled. 
Packages should be 
frozen 
solid. 
If soft, crushed, 
or 
torn, or juice stained, 
reject 
them, for there may be 
loss 
of quality. 
Poorly packaged 
foods may have off flavors. 
Buy only in quantities you can 
use in three to six months, or 
less. 
When marketing, select frozen 
food last to lessen chance 
of 
thawing. 
In comparing costs of frozen 
foods with those preserved by 
other 
methods, 
or 
fresh 
products, consider the 
con­ 
venience, quality, waste, time of 
preparation, cooking, and in­ 
tended use. 
Signs of loss of quality 
in 
frozen foods are excess frost 
in package, loss of 
bright 
color in frozen fruits, 
and 
vegetables, flavor or 
texture 
changes. 
If your freezor stops, open the 
freezer 
door as 
little 
as 
possible while freezer is 
not 
operating. 
A fully 
loaded 
freezer 
will be cold enough 
to keep foods frozen for about 
two days - half full about one 
day. 
If your freezer isn’t operating 
after 24 hours, use dry ice in 
the freezer. Fifty pounds should 
hold food below freezing 
for 
three to four days in a 
20 
cubic foot freezer that is full; 
in half full freezer, 
two to 
three days. 
Never touch 
dry 
ice with bare hands. Place it 
on boards on top of frozen food 
or on shelves - never directly 
on the packages.

Elusive Bank 
Robber Pulls 
16th Heist 
PITTSBURGH (AP) - Police 
and FBI agents call him “ the 
Big Man." 
He’s better known as “ the 
Commuter bandit," an elusive 
gunman who

robbed 
16 
Pittsburgh banks of $171,593 
over the past 5V2 years. 
He pulled his most recent job 
Wednesday, 
melting into 
the 
rush-hour traffic with $19,700. 
Who he is and what he does 
when he isn’t sticking up banks 
is anyone’s guess. 
The most popular theory is 
that he lives respectably in the 
suburbs. When he needs a lot of 
money in a hurry, he holds up 
a bank. 
Officials say the Commuter is 
big, l^etween 6 feet and C-feet-2. 
He is between 40 and 57, weighs 
200 to 240 pounds, with a bar. 
rel chest, square shoulders, an 
oval, clean-shaven face, 
blue 
eyes and sandy, receding hair. 
Each of his holdups has fol­ 
lowed the same basic pattern. 
He usually strikes between 
noon and 3:30 p.m. 
He walks into a bank and asks 
for change - a roll of quarters, 
for example. 
He arouses no immediate sus­ 
picion because he looks so much 
like any other customer. 
He may wear slacks, a sport 
shirt open at the neck, a jacket, 
a cap. 
Casually he 
pushes a note 
and a paper bag to the teller. It 
says something like: “ Be quiet- 
be quick or your dead- — no 
alarm — put all $5-$10-$20 in 
bag and hand it to me quietly 
and quickly or your dead!" 
He is usually armed with an 
automatic, believed to be .45 
caliber. Only once has he fired 
it, squeezing off a shot at a 
wooden railing.

the Central Intelligence 
Agency said the organization 
would have no comment on Gar­ 
rison’s remarks, made Sunday 
night in a 23-minute interview 
with newsmen Bob Jones on 
WWL-TV.

CITIZENSHIP BY GEOGRAPHY 
Government agencies have received so many 
inquiries about the meaning of 
the phrase 
“ natural born citizen” in the Constitution that 
special studies of 
the matter w ill be 
issued 
shortly. 
The question arises, of course, 
in 
connection w ith the eligibility of George Romney 
to become a candidate for President. 
Article 2 of the Constitution says: “ No person 
except a natural born citizen. . .shall be eligible 
for the office of President.” Romney was born 
July 8, 
1907, in Chihuahua, Mexico, 200 m iles 
from the U.S. border. 
He was the son of U.S. 
citizens Gaskell and Anna (Pratt) Romney, who 
were members of a Mormon colony 
there. 
Romney’s grandfather had been forced to flee 
from Arizona to Mexico in 1885 
because he 
practiced polygamy. 
When Romney was five 
years old, American fam ilies 
were expelled 
from 
Mexico by Pancho Villa, the Mexican 
border bandit and nationalist leader. 
The 
Romneys, who finally settled in Salt Lake City, 
never 
relinquished their American citizen­ 
ship. 
The question of Romney’s birth is not 
new. 
It was raised as a theoretical 
constitutional 
bar to his filling the Presidency at least five 
years ago. 
The 
issue is academic at this 
tim e. 
Nevertheless, Rep. Emanuel Celler on 
May 14 expressed “ serious doubts” as to Rom­ 
ney’s eligibility. 
“ I think the matter 
should 
be laid to rest,” said C eller, “ with some sort 
of pronouncement by a group of men who are 
responsible and whose word would be taken on 
faith.” 
Astonishingly enough, the question never has 
been answered by judicial 
decision or leg is­ 
lative action, though legal channels have come 
close. The citizenship requirement apparently 
provoked neither debate nor opposition among 
the fram ers of the Constitution, but requirements 
of age and residence were discussed. 
Eleven of the Federalist papers deal with the 
executive office. 
None of them discusses the 
citizenship requirement. 
The First Congress in an Act to Establish an 
Uniform Rule of Naturalization ruled: 
“ The 
children of citizens of the United States that 
may be born beyond sea, or outside the lim its 
of the United States, shall be considered as 
natural born citizens of the United States.” 
But Congress has no authority to 
interpret 
the Constitution. 
The early immigration act 
would constitute only legislative history which 
a court might consider in case of a challenge 
to the 
eligibility of Romney or any other 
foreign-born citizen. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., born Aug. 17, 1914, 
at the Roosevelt summer home at Campobello 
Island, a stone’s throw beyond the boundary of 
Maine, was 
accepted into the House of Repre­ 
sentatives in June 1949. He had to be a citizen 
to serve in the House. He was not a naturalized 
citizen. 
A Supreme Court 
decision of 1898 
(U.S. vs. Wong Kim Ark) held that the 14th 
Amendment “ contemplates 
two sources 
of 
citizenship and two only, birth and naturaliza­ 
tion.” 
By this reasoning, the House accepted young 
R oosevelt as a citizen by birth. 
Of course 
the House has no “ natural born” requirement. 
r of. Edward S. Corwin of Princeton 
has 
written: 
“ Should the American people 
ever 
choose for President a person born abroad of 
American parents, 
it is highly improbable 
that any other constitutional agency would ven­ 
ture to challenge their decision.” 
Anybody 
who entertains ideas about sidetracking Romney 
had better begin reaching for the switch now.

retail price of shoes increased 
3.6 percent since the first of the 
year. 
But government studies 
also show that the price 
of 
cattle-hide leather, which the 
shoe m anufacturer must buy, 
has gone up 14.4 percent in the 
sam e 
period. 
Cattle - hide 
prices of cattle - hide leather, 
which the shoe 
m anufacturer 
must buy, has gone up 14.4 p er­ 
cent in the same period. Cattle 
hide prices have increased a 
little 
m ore than 25 percent. 
The u . S. Department of A gri­ 
culture informs us that 
be­ 
tween 45 and 52 percent of the 
m anufacturer’s cost for shoes 
is for the leather. With the price 
of other essential shoemaking 
m aterials (buckles, nails, laces 
and so on) having risen from 10 
to 18 percent, that 3.6 percent 
increase that we have to pay at 
the store for the finished pro­ 
duct doesn't seem so bad after 
all. 
One might 
even wonder how 
the shoe 
industry can 
do it, 
and 
still leave itself 
enough 
m argin of profit that it can af­ 
ford to stay in business. 
A 
trade association survey shows 
the industry’s 
profit 
margin 
to average about 2.1 percent. We 
figure the only people quali­ 
fied to complain about a man­ 
ufacturer getting that 
much 
profit 
would 
be 
those 
who 
are willing to work 
in his 
factory for nothing m ore than 
th eir board and keep. 
It’s 
all too easy 
to blame 
the m erchant and the manufac­ 
tu re r when the things we have 
to buy cost more each year. The 
fact is that they, like 
our­ 
selves, 
are caught up in that 
nationwide 
financial circum ­ 
stances som etim es referre d to 
as “ inflation.” We need to look 
elsew here for the cause of that. 
It is, indeed, a m ark of 
re ­ 
sponsibility 
to custom ers, as 
well as of 
technical 
com pe­ 
tence, when a private industry 
keeps 
the price 
increase for 
its finished product com para­ 
tively lower than the increased 
cost of raw m aterials and labor.

PENALIZING SMALL STATES 
Thirty - nine states of 
the 
Republic would be 
severely 
penalized by adoption of 
the 
direct voting plan of 
electing 
the President. 
These are the states 
whose 
votes, even under the present 
E lectoral College system with 
its unit rule giving all a state’s 
electoral votes to the high man, 
could be overridden by votes in 
the 11 largest states. 
But at 
present the 39 at least have one 
presidential elector for 
each* 
mem ber of the U.S. Senate and 
House. 
They would lose this 
advantage under the direct vot­ 
ing plan. 
G reat concern for protection 
of sm all states against the la r ­ 
ger ones was expressed by the 
Founders of Freedom as they 
struggled to write a 
Federal 
Constitution. The 
Electoral 
College system they 
devised 
was based on principles 
they 
regarded as absolutely essen ­ 
tial to the establishm ent of a 
Republic. 
This system has been changed 
in practice from its 
original 
concept. But this does not mean 
that the E lectoral College ought 
to be abolished, which would be 
the effect of direct voting for 
President and Vice President. 
Reform, 
not 
abolition, 
is 
needed. 
The 
Congressional 
D istrict 
Plan is by far the best of any 
proposed for reform ing 
the 
Electoral College. It would give 
the voter in the sm allest state 


i the same power -- no m ore, 
no less - - a s the voter in the 
largest state. Every state,larg e 
or sm all, would have one Elector 
for each congressional district 
and two from the state at large. 
The voting on Electors would 
be by d istric ts, and each can­ 
didate for President would r e ­ 
ceive only those electoral votes 
he won at the polls.

Labor Chiefs Begin Humphrey 
Buildup For Showdown With Bob 
Kennedy Camp. 
New York: •• One of the na­ 
tion’s most sophisticated politi­ 
cal analysts inside labor turned 
to a companion 
the other day 
after an off • the « record hotel 
suite 
breakfast with Hubert 
H. Humphrey 
and observed: 
“ Tell you why the vice p res­ 
ident is beginning to outdis­ 
tance Kennedy: While Bobby is 
shooting the rapids, Hubert is 
shooting the breeze. Bobby hits 
the high spots, contacts us when 
he needs us and dispatches as­ 
sistants 
to follow 
through. 
Humphrey makes the tim e to tell 
us what he thinks - in person, 
not by rem ote control or 
mes­ 
sengers.” 
Having just crisscro ssed the 
nation, this columnist can at­ 
test to the prevalence of the 
sentim ent. In 
any showdown, 
virtually all of labor but W alter 
Reuther 
will do battle for the 
vice president. In fact, they al­ 
ready a re . 
One influential labor leader, 
Louis 
Stulberg, head of some 
455,000 
ladies garm ent work­ 
e rs, has just set a new fashion 
on the socio • political - labor 
scene. 
On the morning 
of Wednes­ 
day, May 17, 
Stulberg cut the 
pattern for what he hopes will 
sweep industry after industry. 
Behind the closed doors of the 
Waldorf — 
A storia's 
C arte 
Blanche 
room , he called 
a 
labor - management 
summ it 
breakfast 
gathering. There 
were 
24 
men 
and the vice 
president. It was all eggs and 
talk and no politics 
nor fund 
raising. 
Amongst them were the men 
who talk for $10 billion worth 
of ladies garm ent production — 
and 
the union men with whom 
they negotiate. 
There 
were 
Republicans, too. And the a ris ­ 
tocracy 
of the industry such 
as Herman Seigenfeld, the cou­ 
tu rier who is the “ Tiffany” of 
American dress fashions. 
It was 
breakfast at nine at 
Stulberg’s invitation. This com ­ 
paratively new national 
union 
president just does not believe 
that the story of Vietnam had 
gotten through. He does not be­ 
lieve that hectic and harassed 
businessm en and labor leaders 
were 
reading 
turbid reports 
of the Kennedy round, 
gold 
outflow, 
economic 
flow 
and 
ebb. Stulberg is for a strong 
policy in Southeast 
Asia, but 
Vietnam and 
Mr. Humphrey's 
report 
of 
his 
recent 
flash 
trips across two worlds were 
not the basic 
part of the dis­ 
cussion. 
The vice president talked of 
the impact 
of the Kennedy 
round cut 
in tariffs and its 
meaning in solid dollars, pur­ 
chasing power, and as a force 
in a world where most nations 
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now no longer fight for real 
estate but for world m arkets — 
be it in steel or cotton goods. 
“ Of course I'm a Humphrey 
and adm inistration man,” said 
Stulberg la te r. “ But much more 
important is the fact that Hubert 
agreed to stay over and brief 
the labor • management • em­ 
ployer policy m akers 
in our 
industry. They should 
know, 
inform ally, 
off 
the 
record, 
what's 
involved here 
at 
home as well as abroad. There 
should be 
a se rie s 
of these 
regional - industrial 
sum m its 
face 
to face with Humphrey.” 
It was thus that the 
late 
John Kennedy started . But then, 
the “ host” usually was Arthur 
Goldberg. Breakfast 
was 
at 
the C arlyle. And mostly these 
were 
labor 
gatherings - not 
joint union • management brief­ 
ings. 


But 
somewhere 
along 
the 
line Robert Kennedy, not entire­ 
ly 
unthinkingly, lost touch and 
rapport 
with the labor cadres 
he must have to win a national 
election. This is not merely 
a New York phenomenon. For 
Bob Kennedy it is a national 
failing. 
At the 
Pennsylvania AFL- 
CIO state convention early in 
April, one of the federation of­ 
ficials charged that Kennedy 
opposed the war because 
he 
“ wants to be president.” There 
was applause - for the speaker, 
not for Kennedy. 
It is 
so 
amongst 
labor men in Ohio, 
Illinois 
and, just a few days 
ago, I ran into sim ilar senti­ 
ments in the West and South­ 
west. But it is m ore than the 
war which separates Bob Ken­ 
nedy 
from the 
labor move­ 
ment which will send some 150 
delegates to 
the 
'68 
Demo­ 
cratic 
convention and 
more 
probably in ‘72. 


There are philosophical dif­ 
ferences. To the veteran labor 
leaders, the senator is of the 
new left Inside 
the Demo­ 
cratic party. 
And 
he has not 
cultivated the traditional union 
chiefs either in his home state 
or 
across 
the land. He does 
not “ shirt sleeve” with them . 
They will fight his nomination. 
They will buck him 
if 
he's 
nominated. Though 
some of 
them are but 10 or 15 years 
older than 
he 
is, he has, 
they feel, 
spurned their gen­ 
eration. At a banquet 
in Wash­ 
ington 
which 
honored Hubert 
Humphrey 
May 8, AFL -CIO 
president 
George Meany 
summed it all up: 
“ When we have good friends, 
we don't go looking for new 
friends to replace them .” 
Meany, 
speaking at 
the 
podium which was but a 
few 
feet from a chair which 
had 
been 
reserved 
for 
Walter 
Reuther, who did not 
show, 
looked squarely 
at the guest 
of honor - HHH. 
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Monday, May 22, 1832, Baton Rouge, La., 
Lester Howe discovers swamp: Howe’s Bayou.

Change is an essential ingredient in modern 
life. 
It has come at a fast pace during the lives 
of all of today’s inhabitants of the earth. 
The Queen Mary and Queen Elizabeth, former­ 
ly the pride of the British Atlantic fleet, are 
going into moth balls. 
The big ships are too 
expensive to operate and can’t compete with 
swift jet air travel between the United States 
and Europe. 
Down in this part of the nation, the announce­ 
ment that the Hotel Cairo is going to 
be de­ 
molished evokes mixed feelings. 
The hotel was once the finest between St. 
Louis and Memphis. 
Less than a decade ago it gave travelers 
from the North a gracious introduction to the 
South. 
Motorists came into Cairo with the first sight 
of mistletoe growing in tree tops. 
At the 
Cairo Hotel the visitor could buy country ham 
and redeye gravy served plantation style. 
The traveler was in a 
different world when 
he reached Cairo. 
Once crossing the Ohio 
river, he knew that he was in the South but 
Cairo was the gateway. 
It is futile to grieve about the passing of the 
era, which made the Cairo hotel obsolete. 
In many respects it is better that the 
old 
structure will be torn down rather than stand 
sadly as the ghostly sentinel of another day. 
The absence of the hotel and changing high­ 
way travel habits will present a tremendous 
opportunity to Southeast Missouri. 
Residents of North Central states usually 
travel through Illinois and Cairo on their way 
to both the Mid-South and the Southeast. When 
Interstate 55 is completed from St. Louis to 
Memphis, much of this travel may be expected 
to come over this more direct route 
to the 
South. 
St. Louis, once difficult and slow to travel 
through, can be speedily traversed by multiple 
lane expressways feeding into the Interstate. 
No longer will be desirable to avoid it and 
travel out of the way in order to do so. Slow, 
curvy and hilly Missouri roads will be elimi­ 
nated. 
Southeast Missouri will be more attractive 
to travelers if it develops its own recreational 
areas, gives its visitors attractive quarters for 
overnight lodging and can provide good 
food 
in clean, comfortable, cheerful surroundings - 
all at reasonable cost. 
Perhaps our own hospitality can match or even 
improve on that of the Hotel Cairo dining room 
in its opulent heyday. 
Every Southeast Missouri citizen can help 
create the climate which will make this region 
attractive to visitors, an effort that could prove 
to be as profitable as it is pleasant for all 
residents of this region.

CITIZENSHIP BY GEOGRAPHY 
Government agencies have received so many 
inquiries about the meaning of 
the phrase 
“natural born citizen” in the Constitution that 
special studies of the matter will be 
issued 
shortly. 
The question arises, of course, 
in 
connection with the eligibility of George Romney 
to become a candidate for President. 
Article 2 of the Constitution says: “ No person 
except a natural born citizen. . .shall be eligible 
for the office of President.” Romney was born 
July 8, 
1907, in Chihuahua, Mexico, 200 miles 
from the U.S. border. 
He was the son of U.S. 
citizens Gaskell and Anna (Pratt) Romney, who 
were members of a Mormon colony 
there. 
Romney’s grandfather had been forced to flee 
from Arizona to Mexico in 1885 
because he 
practiced polygamy. 
When Romney was five 
years old, American families 
were expelled 
from Mexico by Pancho Villa, the Mexican 
border bandit and nationalist leader. 
The 
Romneys, who finally settled in Salt Lake City, 
never 
relinquished their American citizen­ 
ship. 
The question of Romney’s birth is not 
new. 
It was raised as a theoretical 
constitutional 
bar to his filling the Presidency at least five 
years ago. 
The 
issue is academic at this 
time. 
Nevertheless, Rep. Emanuel Ceiler on 
May 14 expressed “ serious doubts” as to Rom­ 
ney’s eligibility. 
“I think the matter 
should 
be laid to rest,” said Ceiler, “with some sort 
of pronouncement by a group of men who are 
responsible and whose word would be taken on 
faith.” 
Astonishingly enough, the question never has 
been answered by judicial 
decision or legis­ 
lative action, though legal channels have come 
close. The citizenship requirement apparently 
provoked neither debate nor opposition among 
the framers of the Constitution, but requirements 
of age and residence were discussed. 
Eleven of the Federalist papers deal with the 
executive office. 
None of them discusses the 
citizenship requirement. 
The First Congress in an Act to Establish an 
Uniform Rule of Naturalization ruled: 
“ The 
children of citizens of the United States that 
may be born beyond sea, or outside the limits 
of the United States, shall be considered as 
natural born citizens of the United States.” 
But Congress has no authority to 
interpret 
the Constitution. 
The early immigration act 
would constitute only legislative history which 
a court might consider in case of a challenge 
to the 
eligibility of Romney or any other 
foreign-born citizen. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., born Aug. 17, 1914, 
at the Roosevelt summer home at Campobello 
Island, a stone’s throw beyond the boundary of 
Maine, was 
accepted into the House of Repre­ 
sentatives in June 1949. He had to be a citizen 
to serve in the House. He was not a naturalized 
citizen. 
A Supreme Court 
decision of 1898 
(U.S. vs. Wong Kim Ark) held that the 14th 
Amendment “contemplates 
two sources 
of 
citizenship and two only, birth and naturaliza­ 
tion.” 
By this reasoning, the House accepted young 
Roosevelt as a citizen by birth. 
Of course 
the House has no “natural born” requirement. 
T of. Edward S. Corwin of Princeton 
has 
written: 
“ Should the American people 
ever 
choose for President a person born abroad of 
American parents, it is highly improbable 
that any other constitutional agency would ven­ 
ture to challenge their decision.” 
Anybody 
who entertains ideas about sidetracking Romney 
had better begin reaching for the switch now.

manufacturer 
must buy, has gone up 14.4 per­ 
cent In the sam e period. Cattle 
hide prices have 
Increased a 
little 
more than 25 percent. 
The U. S. Department of A gri­ 
culture Informs us that 
be­ 
tween 45 and 52 percent of the 
m anufacturer's cost for shoes 
is for the leather. With the price 
of other essen tial shoemaklng 
m aterials (buckles, nails, la ces 
and so on) having risen from IO 
to 18 percent, that 3.6 percent 
Increase that we have to pay at 
the store for the finished pro­ 
duct doesn't seem so bad after 
all.

to average about 2.1 percent. We 
figure the only people quali­ 
fied to complain about a man­ 
ufacturer getting that 
much 
profit 
would 
be 
those 
who 
are willing to work 
In his 
factory for nothing more than 
their board and keep. 
It's 
all too easy 
to blame 
the merchant and the manufac­ 
turer when the things we have 
to buy cost more each year. The 
fact Is that they, like 
our­ 
se lv e s, 
are caught up In that 
nationwide 
financial 
circum ­ 
stances som etim es referred to 
a s “ Inflation.'' We need to look 
elsew here for the cause of that. 
It Is, Indeed, a mark of 
r e ­ 
sponsibility 
to cu stom ers, as 
w ell as of 
technical 
com pe­ 
tence, when a private industry 
keeps 
the price 
Increase for 
its finished product com para­ 
tively low er than the increased 
co st of raw m aterials and labor.

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Quaker Meetings Turning to 
Trained Pastors for Leaders

Quaker meetings, traditional- 
ly dependent for their content 
on silent meditation 
and 
the 
spontaneous comments of any­ 
one feeling moved to speak, are 
turning increasingly 
today 
to 
trained pastors for leadership. 
And 
the 
unpredictable 
si­ 
lences, 
out of 
which 
might 
emerge 
much 
discourse 
or 
hardly any, of variable worth, 
are giving way in many cases to 
planned periods of Bible read­ 
ings, prayers, hymns and some­ 
times sermons. 
“Some Quakers are moving in 
a direction of forms and minis­ 
try that are not much distin­ 
guished from some Baptist and 
Methodist churches,” said Dr. 
Wilmer A. Cooper, dean of the 
Graduate School of Religion of 
Earlham 
College, 
Richmond, 
Ind. 
But it's a controversial trend 
in some quarters. 
“ A good many Quakers rebel 
at it, objecting that we’re be­ 
coming Just like the rest of the 
churches,” 
he 
added. 
“ They 
still feel that so far as the local 
congregation is concerned, they 
want a ‘do-it-yourself’ kind of 
program .” 
Nevertheless, in a Christian 
movement which in its origins 
went all the way in rejecting 
clergy-dominated 
religion 
by 
completely abolishing the role, 
there is a growing recognition of 
the need of specially trained 
m inisters. 
And 
Earlham’s 
graduate 
school, founded six years ago, is 
turning out men with divinity 
degrees to fill that need — the 
first Quaker institution in the 
300-year history of the move, 
ment to do so. 
About two-thirds of the 1,100 
Quaker 
weekly 
meetings, 
or 
congregations, in this country 
now have either full-time 
or 
part-time 
leaders, 
who 
lead 
worship, do pastoral counseling, 
make calls, serve at funerals 
and weddings. 
But 
they 
disapprove 
being 
called clergymen. “ None of us 
like that,” Dr. Cooper said in an 
interview. 
Generally 
they’re 
also averse to any honorific reli­ 
gious titles, and to put it blunt­ 
ly, “ Don’t call me reverend.” 
Among Quakers, such term s 
have sensitive historic connota­ 
tions that imply giving up reli­ 
gious responsibility and rule to 
an ordained class. 
In contrast, the key Quaker 
emphasis is that all believers 
share m inisterial obligations as 
channels of God’s truth through 
an “ inner light” of the spirit — 
a charism atic factor increasing­ 
ly emphasized by other church, 
es. 
As the 17th century Quaker 
founder, George Fox, put 
it: 
“ Every man is his own p riest.” 


There 
are 
about 
122,000 
Friends in this country, com. 
monly known as Quakers, and 
200,000 of the worldwide. With 
their stress on personal respon­ 
sibility, they’re noted for their 
keen social concern and activ­ 
ism. 
Although the movement offi. 
cially supports pacifism, it does 
not require it, in line with an 
openness to individual convic­ 
tions, and many Quakers are 
not pacifists. Statistics indicate 
only about half in wartime reg- 
ister as conscientious objectors. 
Until 
Earlham’s 
graduate 
school got started, Quaker con­ 
gregations seeking trained lead­ 
ership had to depend on semi­ 
naries of other denominations or 
interdenominational institutions 
to prepare them. 
And this left scant means for 
pointing up particular Quaker 
values, history and approach. 
The school, which has about 30 
students in its three.year gradu­ 
ate course, is now in the midst 
of a $1.3 million fund-raising 
campaign. 
It hopes to increase its enroll­ 
ment to 50-to-lOO students in the 
next two years. Courses are in 
Bible studies, church history, 
ethics, 
religious 
education, 
counselling — 
much like the 
general 
curriculum 
at 
other 
sem inaries. 
Although worship groups tra­ 
ditionally 
are 
called 
weekly 
meetings, they now often are 
termed congregations. And the 
“ meeting 
house” 
sometimes 
gets dubbed a church, particu­ 
larly in the West and Midwest. 
Some have pulpits, stained, 
iglass windows, use choir robes 
and crosses in a few places — 
but most are plain, with little 
symbolism. Even with pastors, 
they still usually allow 
open 
time for members to speak or 
give testimony.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
The 
United States Senate received 
a resolution Wednesday from 
Sen. W arren G. Magnuson (D., 
Wash.) asking 
the legislative 
body to declare the first week 
of October as “ National Spring 
Garden 
Planting Week.” 
In 
introducing the legislation, the 
Senator 
stated that 
planting 
activities at that time 
of the 
year would “ represent 
a big 
step towards the 
national 
beautification goals.” 
“ The National beautification 
program is one in which each 
of us must play a role if it is 
to succeed,” Senator Magnuson 
explained. “ The seed has begun 
to grow and with our support 
will play a significant part in 
making our country a 
more 
attractive place to live.” 
Identical legislation sponsored 
by Senator Magnuson passed 
the Senate a year ago and many 
of the nation’s governors inde­ 
pendently 
proclaimed 
indi­ 
vidual Spring Garden Planting 
Week within their state’s bor­ 
ders. 
The 
Senator’s 
wife, 
M rs. Warren G. 
Magnuson, 
headed the national committee 
for Spring Garden Planting a 
Week a year ago, and continues 
as chairman for 1967. 
“ Key ingredient in the pro­ 
gram ,” Magnuson 
continued, 
“ is the individual action 
of 
people in and around their own 
hom es.” 
This can take the form 
of a 
“ formal garden, a large 
bed
